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PREFACE. 


HTE moſt genuine and beſt eant De- 

ſigns of Man, being lyable not. only to 

. Miſconſtruction, but Reproach, tis the 
leſs ſurpriſing to meet with either of theſe in the 
-|;.. preſent Caſe, conſidering the ſmall Proportion 1 
'} bear to 4 numerous Party, who are ſo far dipt 
| in a Projett, that notwithſtanding a great ma- 
ny of them by this Time bezin to perceive the 

Erroar they have been led unto, yet they will not 

diſintangle themſehves ;, and if any . Perſon 
Y ſbould take upon him to unblind, them he muit 
expect to have his Throat cut. 

As my firſt Attempt in this Nature is 0t 
only cenſur'd Bold, but Impudent, by the Mana- 
gers of the Caledonian Project, ſo it has been 
l attended with Menaces enough, that T ſhould 
not eat my Chriſtmas Dinner. The friend- 
ly Advices I have received of my ſudden Fate 
dowt in the leaſt make my Pen ſtagger from 
Vindicating what T have already offer*d to ſhow 
the Impraiticability of that Proje$t, for which 
altho' I am at preſent baſely cenſurd, by a reſo- 
| lute and headſtrong Party, yet, I doubt not of 
| receiving the Approbation of the moderate and 
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judicious Part of that Nation before the Jubilee 
be over, my 'Theme being both juft, and well 
deſi d to the Proprietors of that Stock. 

1 could have wiſh'd that this gentle Author, 
whagEfects ſo much Modeſty, Senſe, and good 
Manners, had ſtood by his Text, and had taken 
more convincing Ways of confuting what I have 
written on the Darien Subject : For, however 
neceſſary BY, thinks it for his Argument to treat 
it and me with Reproach, yet he will gain there- 
by but few Preſelytes to his Opinion: And if he 
had employ'd his Mathematical Head in diſpro- 
ving what 1 have offer” d in Defence of the 
Abdication, with ſome of thoſe Euclid Demon- 
ſtrations, wherewith he would let us know that he 
abounas, his ſlanderons and perſonal Refleftions 
might be the better credited: Bat as he has ad- 


wanc'd nothing, either to juſtifie the Condutt of 
the Direttors of that Company, or to diſprove 
one Syllable of what”s offer*d againft the Darien 
Project, except the Inſtance of Mr. Water, 
which he would have the World take for gran- 
ted to be a Lye, and make uſe of that to 0- 
verthrow my Faith ;, I hope that (if the whole 
Diſcourſe does not carry Demonſtration.enough 
along with it) it may ſtand firm till ſuch Time | 
as it is repeaPd by Dint of Argument: And 
as for this Paſſage relating to Mr, Wafer, 


T ſhall juſtifie it before I proceed any fur- 


ther. 
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In the firit Place, I deſire that it may be ta 
ken as a Preliminary, that if, Mr. Water had 
met with ſo egregious a Romance, and ſo near- 
ly relating to him publickly in Print, he ought 
in Juſtice, both to the Company and himſelf, to 
have inſtantly detefted it's Falſhood « Bat al- 
tho” he lives very near the Royal-Exchange, 
and had the Peruſal of the ſame Book the fir 5t 
Day it was pobiieed (which is acove Two Months 
ago) yet he hath been ſo far from offering to 
diſprove it, that he hath ſince expreſt himſelf 
to Perſons of unqueſtionable Credit, that if he 
had kzown of my Intention, or had not thereby 
been anticipated from Publiſhing his own Sen- 
timents, he would have ſaid a great Deal 
more on that Subject.

to this Author, to make uſe of bis Name to im- 
poſe thus upon the World : And to confirm me 
the more in this Belief, it is not above Three 
Days ſence he came to my Lodging to acquaint 
me, that a Book was newly pu lilpa in Vindi- 
cation of the Darien Settlement, but he had 

rot ſeen it ; on which I ask'd, If any Perſons 
| had been with him from the Company, to 0b-

which having perusd, he told me, That he was ſo 
far from. paſſing from #t, that he wonder'd how 
that Author ſhould be ſo confident, as to re- 
ly on what he ſhould anſwer. 

If this is not enough to Jaftif that Paſſeg* 
relating to Wafer, by which our Author ſub-

Shipwrack*d the very next Day, coming out of 
their Harbour's Mouth, had my — 
 drown'd, eſcaping very narrowly my ſelf, be-= 
fades the Cha if; had; Songs. to 
England, I. was oblig'd to. go to Law with 
them in DoGtors-Commons for my W ages, 
where it coſt me more than I recover”d. 

* As for the Meanneſs of my Office and Parts, 
wherewith our Author upbraids me, I [hall not 
offer much on that Head, that ſignifying but 
little to the Subject in debate ; the leſs Force 
the Weakneſs or Meanneſs of my Argument 
carries with it, it is the eaſier evinc'd, but 
as there's nothing appears, but ſlandrons 
Aſperſions to confute it, it will bear but little 
Weight with the judicious Part of Mankind.

which the World might judge Felonious, 
and wherein they could not join without 
engaging themſelves in an unreaſonable 
War, and in the End to affift you with 
Weapons to break their own Heads. Bat 
that 1 may likewiſe rehearſe the Paragraph , 
where I had Occaſion to mention the Engliſh 
Proclamation or Prohibition. See the Page 
156, Laying aſide the Spaniſh Complaint, 
and admit the Scorch Company to have 
a Legal Title to their Settlement, was it 


* not reaſonable, that the Goverment of 


Exgland having met with the clandeſtine

Then zs 
to any Claim, by Virtae of Poſſeſſion the Spani- 
ards have not the leaft Ground of a Plea, all 
they can alledre op this Headis, that they were 
once admitted by the Conſent of Capt. Dicgo, 
another of the Darien Princes, to work on joe 
Gold Myzes within 15 Leagaes of the Scorch 
Settlement ; but *tis plain, that this makes no- \ 
EK ting 
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thing for their Purpoſe, that Prince admitting them 


not as Proprietors, but as Labourers, and when they 


broke the Conditions on which they were admitted,v1z. 
To allow the Dariens ſuch and ſuch Shares of the 
Produtt they were expelld again by Force, &C. 

Our Author having compos'd a handſom Story 
of D:cgo (whoſe Kingdom 1s the 3d from the Col- 
lony) ſhuffles in Mr. Wafer for Evidence, whereas 
he owns himſelf, that he never ſaw ſuch a Man as 
Capt. Drego; and as for his Lacenta, that Prince 
is ſuch a Stranger to the zdians of tiie Scots AC- 
quaintance, that altho' ſome Pains was takea to 
enquire after him, yet he could not be heard of ; 
but there being 17 or 18 Years between Wafer's 
and the Scots ſojourning in that Country, Lacenta 
in the time might probably be choak'd with ſome 
of the Spaniſh Hemp amongſt the other Princes, 
. whom the Privatiers and Buccaniers deſerted, 
and left to care of themſelves. 

This mighty Story of Diego is ſo ill coyn'd, 
that it would make a Man lick to trace it. He 
owns thoſe Spaniſh Mines to be within 1 5 Leagues 
of the Colloay (I ſay 12) and Diego is the Third 
Captain, or Zaar, from* the Collony towards 
St. Maria (as appears, p. 79 and 80) Andreas the 
Companies Landlord being the Firſt, Poxſſigo the 
Clergy-maa (as our Author dignifies him) the 
Secoud ; whereby it may be eaſily conceiv'd what 
a powertul and large Government Diego can have 
to hire the Spaniards as Labourers; and after 
theſe Spaniards had ſpent ſome Years in opening 
thoſe Mines,and bringing them to PerfeCtiou,they 
ſhould be expell'd when King Dzego took Snuff. 
This Strength of Diego is ſo very incoherent 
_ with the late Action which happend in January 
laſt, when 26 Spanztards being orderd from 
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St, Maria to'march over the Jfhmxs in order to 
view the Scots, came through Dvego's Ground, 
where, if the 1:d;ans had been their open Ene- 
mies, ſo ſmall a Party would fcarce have ven- 
tar'd ; yet Dzego's Men were ſo unable to oppoſe 
them, that they took upon then? to pilot them 
to & conventent Place, where they might view 
the Scots, and in the mean time fome of Diego's 
Men came to the Government of Pea#o (the 
Defun& Andreas his Stcceſſor) attd fo to the 
Collony with the News; on which Mr. ont - 

omry, with a Detachment of a 100 Men, 
were piloted by them to the Spot where the 
Spaniards lay. | 

In this very Action Four Things are remarka- 
ble, 1. The Weakneſs of Diego's arid Pearo's 
Forces; who were not able to cut off the Heads 
of ſuch a Handful, but that they muſt come to 
the Collony for Affiſtance. 2, The Confidence 
which the Spaniards piit in the Indians of Dirgo 
and Pedro. 3. The Scorch Party leaving their Col- 
lony, and going with the Irarans, wh a Deſign 
to attack thoſe 26 Sparmards, who were lying 
fome Leagues off on the Bank of a ſmall River, 
and who finding themſelves betray'd by thoſe 
Indians, fird upon them, and fo 1etreated to 
their next Garriſon of Tubaconti. 4. T hat this 
being the only Fight betweea the Scors and Spa- 
niards, the Breach of Peace was founded on it, 
and Letters of Mark and Repriſal granted by 
the Collony to Pilkinten and Sands, Maſters of 
Famairca $100Þs, 

The Story of Dzego's beating the Spaniards 
from the Gold Mines tells very ackwardly (our 
Author imputing this Rupture to the Spaniards 
beating and male-treating D:ego's People, when

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they came to ask their Shares) but to wave the 
Improbability of this Story, and admit it for 


a Truth ; *tis to be preſum'd, that when Dzego- 


fell upon thoſe Spaniards and flew them, he did 


not allow them time to blow ap taoſe Mines, or.

ſend Sloops out to pilter a few Fiſher-mens Ca- 
' nou's, and Houſes at Tele, near Carthagena, and 
not have ſpar d the foreſaid 100 Men to reduce 
the Spaniſh Mines to their Subjection ; or if they 
| were 
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were afraid to offend the Spar. by Land, they had 

not-ſeat a few of their num. to theirFrd. and Ally 
Diego's Gold Mines, where there was no Danger 
to be appreheaded of the Spaniards looking that 
Prince in the Face ; and not have laid in Fort 
St. Andrew making Childrens Shooes (after the 
War was thus begun (from January to June, 
and at laſt be forc'd to quit the glorious Project 
for want of Proviſions, when at the ſame time 
they were tantaliz:d with Veſſels loaded with 
good Food on one fide of them, and Mines full 
of Gold on the other for want of Grace to attack 
them.

The Spaniards deſire no 
more benefit of theſe Treaties, than what thoſe 
Authors herein allow them. *Tis evident e- 
nough, That by thoſe Treaties, His Majeſty got 
confiderably from the Spaniard, to wit, Not on- 
iya Title to the Iſland of Jamaica, which was 
takea from the Spaniard during the Exile of 
Charles II. but likewiſe a full Right to all the 
Coloulesin America, his Subjeds were then pol- 
ſeit of. And if thoſe Treaties were no Fence to the 
Spaniard in America, I don't know what ſhould 
oblige him to make ſuch large Gifts,and renounce 
his Title to Places which ſome time or other 


he might be in a condition to Recover. If the

a Footing ; and when thoſe Treaties were conclu- 
ded, there was no word of a Caledonian Colony. 

The Caribdee Iſlands cannot well be enlarg'd, 
but if the Engliſh or French have not Room e- 
nough on them, they may remove to ſuch Neigh- 
bouring Ones as are not the Property of a- 
nother Prince in Alliance with their Sovereigns. 
As for the Engliſh and French Colonies on the 
main Land, they. may enlarge their Dominions 
far enough round them, if they will, and the 
Spaniard neverquarrel with them, ſo long as they 
don't come within the Tropicks, and meddle 
with his Nolt me tangere. 

As for Dr. Cox and the Creolians, who ſettÞFd 
and remov'd in the Bay of Campechy, they were
